Comparison of the various reports brought out the out­ 
lines of a situation in which Germany and Italy each was 
using the needs of the other to seek her own ends, with the 
Vichy French government in the middle, forlornly trying to 
playoff one master against the other. 
The Germans were portrayed as using the Italian ter­ 
ritorial demands as a threat to force Vichy to give up the 
French fleet peaceably.

— Ranking 
United States military leaders con­ 
ferred tonight with their British 
colleagues at general headquarters 
and expert observers predicted a 
massive smash at Germany by the 
U. . air force and RAF soon would 
follow. 
The mission was headed by Lieut. 
Gen. Henry H. Arnold and Rear 
Admiral John H. Towers, chief of 
the army ano navy air forces. 
Opinion was that the U. S and 
Britain were preparing a massive 
blow at Hitler by air, land and sea 
before Germany could deal a death 
blow to Russia. Sizable forces of 
U. S. troops already are in north­ 
ern Ireland with complete inva­ 
sion equipment.

Lose No Time 
LONDON,

largest American troop convoy of 
the war to reach northern Ireland 
was regarded here as more than a 
coincidence. 
The inclusion of both the white- 
haired head of the army air forces 
and his counter-part in the navy 
recalled

not far off when the Allies would 
be able to throw 1,000 bombers a 
night against Germany. 
Observers doubted, however, th at 
the mission would result in immed­ 
iate air attacks by United States 
forces.
